iNfMiCLAIMS 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-7 & 9-23 
to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 3-7 and 9-23 have been 
cancelled. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly claimed 
invention is deemed allowable over the prior art of record, Bernard etal(U.S. 5,130,375) in 
combination with Saito et al(U.S. 5,429,590), meritorious of the closest prior art, as per reasons 
clearly stated in Counsel's response(03/18/04). Moreover, one having ordinary skill in the art 
would not have been endowed with any motivation to post-add a crosslinking agent, as 
described per page 4, lines 12-20 of the specification, to the adhesive product containing an 
acrylic polymer + a vinyl functional tackifier per Bernard et al with any reasonable expectation of 
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success. Furthermore, one having ordinary skill in the art would not have been endowed with 
any motivation to add a tackifier component such as rosin, a rosin derivative, a terpene resin, an 
aliphatic hydrocarbon resin and an aromatic petroleum resin(meeting the claimed agent) to the 
acrylic copolymer-containing medical adhesive product of Saito et al who teach adding these 
types of compounds on fy to a rubbery pressure sensitive adhesive such as natural rubber, 
polyisoprene rubber, a styrene-butadiene rubber, a polyisobutylene rubber an S-B-S copolymer 
nor would there be any motivation to post-add a crosslinking agent to the medical adhesive 
product containing an aery lie copolymer of Saito et al with any reasonable expectation of 
success. Moreover, too much picking and choosing would be involved and highly unwarranted.
